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The UAW Seeks a Loophole 


Labor-management disputes now tak- 
ing place in the automobile industry are 
not merely tests of the effectiveness of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. Rather, they may 
be interpreted as tests of whether some 
segments of organized labor have yet 
qualified to assume responsibilities as an 
American institution. 

At the moment, 7,000 employees of 
the Murray Corporation, manufacturers 
of automobile parts, are on strike. And 
unless the course of negotiations is 
changed drastically, 107,000 employees of 
the Ford Motor Company will go on strike 
today. 

In both cases the real issue is the inclu- 
sion of clauses in the contracts which 
would attempt to evade union responsibil- 
ity as set forth in the Taft-Hartley Law. 
This law provides that unions shall be 
liable for damage suits in case of breach 
of contract. The United Automobile Work- 
ers Union, however, refuses to accept its 
legal responsibility and insists that the 
contracts contain clauses specifically ex- 
empting the union from damage suits or 
any other liability. 

In short, the UAW declines to admit

Today that sad, tragic country is, as it always has been, 
the scene of violence. From the first mists of recorded 
history until this present day, violence, tragedy and misery have 
been resident there. 


It, and the land about it, have been the base of empires: 
Phoenician, Persian, Arabic and Turkish. 

It, and the lands about it, have been seized and held, exploited 
and abused, by empires—Greak, Roman, Mongol, Turkish, and now 
mandated to unhappy Britain. 


One other war has gone on ceaselessly—that between the farmer 
and the desert, with the nomad and his herds of goats and sheep.

Two great revolts against the Romans in the first century of 
the Christian era completed the dispersal of most of the Jewish 
survivors to the ends of the Roman empire, to Italy, Arabia, Baby- 
lon, the region about the Black Sea, and beyond. 

Desolation ruled. 

A Venetian went to Palestine in 1496, just four years after 
Columbus had seen a new world, and said of Jerusalem: “When I 
saw from a distance the city, desolate and waste, my soul was 
spilled within me and my heart was sad... .” 


The conquest of Islam swept the country and made it 
dominantly Arab in population. 

The Christian crusades occupied two centuries, from about 1090 
to 1291. Europe gained, Palestine was ravaged. Trees all but 
disappeared. Agriculture was ruined. By the time the last of the 
Christians had been expelled much of the small country had gone 
back to desert. 

The Mongols came fighting. War went on until the sixteenth 
eentury, when the Turks came. The Turks asked only taxes. Arab 
gangs made war as bandits. Turkish rule was ruinous. They, the 
Turks, stayed there until 1914, when the British drove them out. 


Now warfare goes on, unceasing, in perhaps the most unhappy 
land on earth... one that has known little of happiness and peace. 


Since 1882 Jews have made a determined effort to return 
there, most of the progress being made since the World 
War I, when the country was mandated to Britain for the purpose 
of creating there a Jewish homeland. The Bible prophesies such 
a return. 

It has never been an Arab country in the sense the Arabs have 
governed it. There has not been an Arab government. The Arabs 
have poured in, especially in the last 30 years, in greater numbers 
than Jews until the population stands at about two to one. 


The fundamental struggle is for a homeland. 


Families have been divided by this fundamental struggle. Thou- 
sands of displaced persons in Furope have suffered the more be- 
cause of the irreconcilable struggle. 

The one hope of a change lies in the United Nations. 

A committee, one of many committees, has made a study and 
now sits in Geneva writing a report. It is expected to recommend 
a partition into separate Arab and Jewish states. 

The Arabs have said they will not accept it. Their fanatical 
religion has been called in to ally the whole of the Moslem world 
against it. The Jews themselves may not accept it. 

Meanwhile, a land which has known little but fighting and fear 
for all the centuries of its recorded history, continues to know fight- 
ing and fear. 

Until the world can solve this one, it can solve little else.

‘Moscow's Plans Are Well-Laid 


W ASHINGTON—Through the turmoil of the day-to-day news, 
two facts show up like huge and menacing submerged rocks, which 
are now washed over, now left nakéed, in stormy water. First, 
the Soviet Union is plainly giving serious thought to employing its 
obedient satellite states in new aggressive moves of the most criti- 
cal character. Second, the slowness of American succor for a des 
perate Britain and Europe has permitted critical weakening of the 
Western world’s power to resist these aggressions if they are finally 
ordered by the Kremlin. 


It is, of course, in the Greek situation that the first fact is most 
apparent. The American State Department and British Foreign 
Office have been in consultation for some time on the meaning of 
the various moves on the puppet side of the Greek frontier. And 
it can now be stated on excellent authority that a decidedly threat- 
ening significance is tentatively ascribed to these goings and 


comings in Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. 
The Pieces The evidence for this tentative conclusion, so far 
as it has been disclosed, consists of items of infor- 
mation like the pieces of a puzzle. For example, it is now known 
that Yugoslavia has recruited and trained a Macedonian brigade 
from dissident Greek Macedonians, and has incorporated this unit 
in the Yugoslav army. The brigade is now reported stationed at 
Bitolj, in position for a move to “liberate the fatherland” if need 
be. At Sofia, in Bulgaria, “free” Macedonians have also been 
holding rallies for an independent Macedonia. And on several 
levels, culminating in the recent talks between Marshal Tito and 
Georgei Dimitrov, representatives of the Yugoslav and Bulgarian 
governments have been in busy conference. 

These and other bits of information have been fitted into the 
final conclusion, which is very simple, that an offensive to estab- 
lish a “free Macedonia” is now contemplated. It is thought that 
Tito and Dimitrov agreed upon plans for this effort. 


: It is thought further that the frontiers and 
Reaching Out organization of the new “free Macedonia” 
have already been decided upon. If the contemplated moves are 
undertaken and succeed, the “free Macedonian” capita! will cer- 
tainly be at Salonika, and it is considered probable that Tito and 
Dimitrov mean to supplement the territory of the new state with 
small potrions of Yugoslav and Bulgarian territory. It is further 
assumed that the plans include the eventual establishment of a 
greater south Slav federation, comprising all the Kremlin’s Balkan 
puppets, in which the new Nacedonian “state” would play a role 
similar to Albania’s. 

As stated, these conclusions are, of course, only tentative, and 
certain American analysts tend to dissent. The probable truth is 
that the plans described above (the existence of which will, of 
course, be denied with screeches of indignation) have actually 
been prepared, but for use on an if, as and when basis. 


",° . ° Under the circumstances, the much. better 
British Situation publicized developments in Britain take on ~ 
an additional alarming aspect. For some time, officials of the 
British government have been hinting both to our permanent rep- 
resentatives in London and to traveling high American officials, 
that something very serious might occur in the near future. 


The truth is that in their appalling economic situation, the 
British government had been consistently acting on the most hope- 
ful assumptions. Now that events have instead substantiated all 
the gloomiest forecasts, the British are confronted with the catas- 
trophic prospect of exhaustion of their resources for buying food 
and raw materials abroad before the Marshall plan can come into 


operation. 

: The result has been the series of emergency 
Withdrawal Cabinet and Labor party meetings, at which a 
general contraction of British commitments has necessarily been 
agreed upon. The worst of it evidently is that plans for this con- 
traction include withdrawal of the expensive garrison in Greece, 
as well as reduction of the British troops in Italy. The American 
Government has long been notified that these moves would have to 
be made eventually, but in the face of the possibility of another 
push by the Kremlin, the timing could hardly be worse. 

Nonetheless, there are two hopeful aspects of the situation, 
First, the British are finally facing the harsh realities of their 
position, which, in the long run, may be healthy if the United 
States does its part. Second, in the event of an open threat of an- 
other Kremlin push, both governments are understood to have 
agreed already, in principle, to display the utmost firmness.
